The Crime. 


Kddie Cook, a young man of unsavory 


character, was indicted for tbe murder of 
Minnio Bennett by abortion in tha May 
term of the Logan county court in 1895, 


d was tried In the September term fol- 


owing. He was convicted and was sen- 
enced to tho penitentiary for fourteen 
ears. At this trial two Important wit- 
lesscs for the state, B. X. Dll!s and wife 
if Atlanta, were absent and the state 
•iskcd for a continuance on that ground, 
iut the defense wnre anxious for trial and 
admitted by written agreement that Dills 
and his wife would testify that they had 
seen Kddle Cook and Minnie Bennett in 
;ho office of Dr. B. F. Gardner, jr., of At- 
anta. and by agreement this matter went 
to the jury. Judge Epler, who presided 
t the trial, allowed the state to prove tho 
suicitlo of Dr. B. F. Gardiner, jr., when 
he was summoned to appear before the 
grand jury. After the verdict Judge Ep- 
ler granted a new trial to Cook because ha 
made the error of allowing the evidence of 
Gardner's suicide, and hence the second 
trial. 


Now the prosecution to save further 
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expense to tho county are asking a trial 
and tho defense will probably ask for a 
continuance. 


The presence of Dills and bis wife is ex- 


ceedingly problematical and the prosecu- 
tion may have to go to trial without either 
their evidence or their admissions. These 
difficulties, as will be readily seen, render . 
another conviction exceedingly doubtful. 
Dills and his wife have been acting In a 
very mysterious manner over since they 
were first wanted.

Jinstor* has decided to leave the pacifica- 
tion uf frote to the powers and adopt mil- 


inry measures on tbe Greek frontier. 
The latter, however, is purely for defens- 


es to enable Turkey to be pre- 


armed for the purpose of attacking Span- 
ish property, or even that the arms and 
ammunition it carried were particularly 
Intended for the use of the Cubans. A 
verdict against the'government was there- 
fore rendered, and the administration 
found itself confronted with the fact that, 
according to the decision of the lower 
court, no filibustering expedition could 
be punished, and, in fact, not even pre- 
vented. 


It has, therefore, come about that while 


President Cleveland has ignored all reso- 
lutions in congress and has given notice 
through his secretary of state that he 
will continue to ignore them, his attorney 
general was forced yesterday to plead that 
tha Cuban insurgents were belligerents 
within the meaning of the law, and in- 
ferentially that the republic of Cuba is an 
established government.

First o( All, Place the Snfferer In an 


Uprlxlit Position. 


This is a disease of childhood, al- 


though we sometimes meet attacks in 
grownup people. 


llhere are two forms of this trouble- - 


the membraneous croup and the spas- 
modic croup. 


The membraneous croup is a yerj 


fatal disease, causing many deaths. In 
some ways it resembles diphtheria, and, 
like this disease, it requires the best 
medical skill. 


The spasmodic or common form of 


croup may be treated intelligently at 
home, unless the attack lasts too long 
or occurs too frequently, when a physi- 
cian should be consulted. 


In this form of croup there is a swell- 


ing and inflammation of the glottis, 
which is that part of the throat wheie 
the voice is produced by the air passing 
through the vocal cords, or another 
form may be the result of a nervous 
contraction of the muscles of the throat. 


It usually occurs at night. The child 


awakens out of a sound sleep gasping 
and choking, and the 
difficulty of 


breathing is often distressing to wit- 
ness. The moflher or nurse must retain 
her presence of mind, and while acting 
promptly will try and quiet the child's 
fears. 


Keep the child in an upright or sit- 


ting posture, and loosen all bands 
around the throat or body; put a cold 
compress around the throat—the colder 
the better, as it will the more readily 
break the spasm of the glottis muscles; 
never-mind if the child screams; pin it 
snugly on, and over it put a dry towel: 
after a short time you will see the 
breathing gradually become easier, the 
struggles cease, the face become a more 
natural color, and the child, beingeome- 
what exhausted from its fight for 
breath, will gradually drop into agentlc 
sleep. Giving the child anything 
to 


swallow during the spasm will only 
make matters worse, as it will interfere 
•with the breathing and frighten the 
child more. Children that are predis- 
posed to this trouble should be taught 
to breathe througfh the nose, if they are 
old enough. They should be warml} 
clothed during cold weather, wearing 
flannel underclothing. 
Their general 


health should be built up by giving 
them nourishing food, plenty of milK 
and by daily baths of tepid water, in 
which sea salt has been dissolved, 
enough to make the water taste strong- 
ly of it. A dessertspoonful of cod liver 
oil may be given three times a, day. 
The child should also have all the sun- 
shine and fresh air it can get without 
taking cold. 


The cough syrups usually put up ore 


of little use and will often nauseate. 


Generally, with good hygiene and 


good nursmg tie child outgrows the 
predisposition to it altogether.—Louite 
Lannon, M. D., in N. Y. Journal.

WhojWas UiBfichujlmajter. 


Rev. J. L. Gay, the Episcopal minister 


of Bevier, Mo., who has been in tbe city 
visiting the family of Bev. Frank N. At- 
km, tella some Interesting facts in regard 
to Marahal.Ney, tho great French general 
of NapoleoVs army. Mr. Gay says that 
seventy years ago be attended a school in 
North Carolina where Marshal Ney was 
tbe teacher. History says that Ney v^as 
executed after the Battle of Waterloo but 
Mr. Gay says that fhe fact was established 
beyond a doubt that the man he knew as 
his school teacher was tbe great French 
general. In speaking of bis experience 
with Ney Mr. Gay said: "Ney escaped 
from execution through the Duke of Wel- 
lington, his great enemy. It was an- 
nounced that Ney was to be executed. 
Twelve soldiers from his former command 
wore chosen] tojiarry out tbe execution 
but when the^tlrne came they shot over 
his head and Ney fell as though he was 
dead. A cloth was ^thrown over him and 
hejwas carried away by someof bis friends 
and kent in biding for a few days. He 
then went to Bordeaux and from there 
took a vessel to this country landing at 
North Carolina. Tnls was in 1816. He 
was naturally a well educated man and 
he prepared himself for a teacher. He 
only taught In the country and avoided 
the cities because he know thatjif it be- 
came known generally that he had escaped 
it would go hard with his friends who had 
saved bis life. As a teacher hewas a suc- 
cess and I myself leceived from him an 
nspiratlon of learning which 1 probably 
would not have gotten from anyone else. 


"It was snspicloned that he was Mar- 
hal Ney and before he died tbe fact was 
stablished beyond a doubt. 
On the ship 


oming to this country he was recognized 
and several soldiers who bad deserted 
rom his army and came to America rec- 
gnlzcd him. After his death some of his 
mcdwrlting was compared to the writing 
on official documents he ha4 made In 
France during Napoleon's reign and pro- 
nounced by experts to be the earno. He 
sometimes drank too freely and during 
such times ho was induced to tell of his 
former life. His last dnys he passed on 
the Polk homestead during the tlmewben 
James K. Polk was president of the Unit- 
ed States. Shortly before bis death he 
was told that he could not live much 
longer and was asked to reveal his Iden- 
tity. His dying words were the confes- 
sion that be was Marshal Ney of France. 
He was laid to rest in the same cemetery 
where all of my grandparents are buried 
and a monument was erected In his mem 
ory over his grave." 


Rev. Gay is himself quite an old man, 


being 88 years of age 
He is a great ad- 


mirer of his old schoolmaster and his 
stories of his cwn early days and the last 
days of one so famous as the great French 
general are very Interesting.

Glory of Greece. 


Ring Oeorgs of Greece, has made for 


himself a name among civilized people 
and his act will-go down tba hue of his- 
tory to the credit of Greece with as much 
Interest attached to It as many other 
events in the earlier history of Greece. 
Greece Is a little kingdom. It was not 
considered In the allied powers, but while 
the combined powers were treating with 
the Turks and, endeavoring to induce the 
aaltan to ertablfcb reforms in fate empire, 
more particularly as to the Armenians, an 
Insurrection broke out In Crete, the result 
of Turkish nongovernment and atrocities 
and the blood of Christians In Crete cried 
from the ground and reached the car of 
the little kingdom of Greece. There was 
no parley. 
There wag no waiting to see 


what might turn up In diplomacy. It 
was enough for Greece to know that the 
knives of the Turk was in the quivering 
nerves of her kindred, that tbey were be- 
ing slaughtered In Crete In spite of the 
allied powers. The king decreed that 
Crete should no longer be subject to Tur- 
key; that he would stop these atrocities 
and hi» men of war and his troojs were 
sent to Crete with Instructions to occupy 
the Island and proclaim the sovereignty 
of Greece. It was done and order was at 
once restored and the sovereignty cf the 
Turk has ended forever on the island of 
Crete. The allied powers, fearful that 
the overt act of Greece might bring down 
among them the crisis in the east they 
are trying to avoid by entering Into a 
compact to watch each other, protested 
against the course Greece was pursuing; 
but In the midst of the tumult the ensign 
of the little kingdom displaying the white 
cross, marked the spot where men stood 
whose hearts beat aright and who were 
not afraid to follow those Impulses, and 
the protests of the territory changers was 
unheeded, and and that flag of red, white 
and blue was planted on the island of 
Crete and the Turk was commanded to 
surrender and of necessity that command 
was obeyed. Greece is a weak power but 
In this affair she had tbe moral support of 
all Europe because she was suppressing 
the Turk. This is only a part of the east- 
ern question, hot if tbe allied powers will 
subordinate their jealousies and go at it 
from a moral standpoint the entire ques 
tlon which has vexed the world will soon 
be settled and the "sick man" will be no 
more. 


In tbe language of Gladstone, "tbe al- 


lied powers should remember that they 
have their own character to redeem."

him than we can help. He isn't a plea*, 
ant subject. The poor fellow seems tx 
be aware of his own humble spher 
in feathered society, too, and his man 
ners are modest and deprecating. He 
makes no noise in Hie world. His de- 
meanor, whenever he walks abroad, is 
shrinking and sad, as if he was con- 
scious of his own clumsy movements 
and the disagreeable ideas his presence 
suggests. But he is not altogether un- 
appreciated, depressing as he is; and 
of him may be said, -.vith truth, that he 
floes 110 injary to any living- creature. 
He lives his harmless life and does his 
grewsome duty. 


Wfiat more need be «ud of anybody? 


Mankind may not love or admire Br'er 
liuzzard, but they are forced to accord 
him respect and protection. The man 
who kills him breaks the law and of- 
fends his fellow men. 


Butthere are mony interestingthings 


about this undertaker in feathers that 
have never been described, probably 
because the general tendency has al- 
ways been to let him alone; and of all 
the' larger birds of this country there 
is not one which is less intimately 
known than this. 


He can be seen on almost any day in 


the southern Btntes, soaring high in the 
blue sky or dashing slantwise in wind 
and storm, a majestic and graceful ob- 
ject. This is as near as most people 
care to see him. 


In his home life he is, it must be ac- 


knowledged, a mean and unpleasant 
creature; and yet,-even there, he is not 
without interest to the lover of all 
things-which infinite wisdom has placed 
upon the earth. Two species of this 
vulture, improperly called buzzard, in- 
habit the United States east of the 
Kooky mountains, one of which ranges 
from New England to the, Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and is familiarly known as the tur- 
Key buzzard. His scientific name is 
Cathartes Aura, and he is a very dif- 
ferent individual from his humbler 
cousin, whose closer acquaintance we 
nrc now making. 


The turkey buzzard is a somewhat 


larger bird than the black vulture, and 
is not black in color, but a mixture 
of black and reddish brown, the latter- 
being the prevailing color in h^ 
plumage. His beak, feet and head, 
where the skin is bare, are of a bright 
red color, and he is much less grotesque- 
ly repulsive in appearance than the 
black vulture of the south. 


He also moves, when on the ground, 


with a sort of dignified deliberation 
very different from the clumsy hopping 
and "teetering" stride of his black 
cousin. The latter—Cathari sta Atrata, 
the scientists call him—is the common 
scavenger of the far south, where he 
becomes as f amiliajr almost as the chick- 
ens in the small towns, when cold 
weather or scarcity of food drives him 
from the woods and fields to the haunts 
of men. He has absolutely no redeem- 
ing feature of personal appearance. Ex- 
cept when, sailing high in air, he is a de- 
jected, wretched, hopeless and revolt- 
ing object. His color is sooty black, ex- 
cept the tips of the wings, which are of 
a dingy, grayish white, this color be- 
ing visible only when the wings are 
expanded. His beak, head and bare, 
wrinkled neck.are dull black, and his 
whole aspect and demeanor is ludic- 
rously appropriate to his ghastly call- 
ing. 


He is a bird of the semi-tropics, and 


can bwt ill endure the degree of cold 
which is often felt in the Gulf states 
in January. 


At such t imes he resorts to the towne, 


and can often, be seen on the housetops, 
crouched close against a smoking chim- 
ney, 
where sometimes a half dozen 


will push and struggle together for the 


jpreads his great wings and soars far' 
teyond the reach of his petty enemies, 


/meets with the same scornful 
nrnny from the turkey buzzard. 
It is an odd sight to see one of the 
tter swoop down upon a flock of the 
ack vultures as they are gathered, 
bout a dead chicken or other <^^f 
Jl the black ones scramble out of the 
ay, hopping, flapping nnd making 
heir hoarse hissing sound—their only 
ote—and range themselves at ft safe 
istance, where they wait patiently 
ntil their biff cousin ehooses to take 
us departure. 
The two species are often found to- 
ethcr, but there is evidently a great 
ulf between them, and the blacks 
ever forget their humble and respect- 
ul demeanor in the presence of Ca- 
naries Aura. 
Along the lower Mississippi river, in 
fississippi and Louisiana, all the small 
owns are protected from inundation 
>y high earthworks or levees, and the 
pace "between the levee and the riveir, 
called the batture, is a sort of no-man's 
and. 
Here garbage and refuse of all 


kinds is thrown, and the floating houses 
of the fishermen are moored. 


Such places are the chosen home of 


:!r'er Buzzard. No one ever dreams of 
molesting him. 
Noone ever cares tocome 


near enough to frighten ordisturbhim, 
and the life of plenty nnd ease makes 
Mm lazy and stupid. All day long he 
sits on'some tall oottonwood tree, 
drawn up and dejected, if the weather 
be cloudy or cokl, or standing with 
wings wide extended, to catch the sun- 
light if the day is fine. This singular 
attitude, with wings spread to their ut- 
most extent, is a favorite with both 
Aura and Atrata, nnd they seem to be 
able to maintain it for hours without 
fatigue. 


When the fishermen come in with 


their loaded boats the vultures descend, 
and crowd about the rafts where the 
fish arc assorted, waiting until the 
dead or worthless ones are cast aside. 


A favorite morsel is the head of the 


great river catfish, which is always cut 
off before the fish is offered for sale. 


The fishermen, like everybody else, 


recognize the utility of the vultures, and 
encourage them until they become al- 
most like pets; and it is ludicrous to 
see four or five of them seize a fish head 
nnd pull like boys at the old-fashioned 
game of French and English, napping, 
hissing and tumbling about the ground 
in their efforts to drag- the coveted 
morsel away from each other. In the 
midst of the ignoble struggle down 
swoops Cathaites Aura into the melee. 
The 
black fellows 
fall over each 


other in their efforts to get out of hia 
lordship's way, and he calmly sails off 
with the prize in his beak.

contemptuous indifference to which ho 
is Kocustomcd, and the haughty rooster 
or quanrelsome old hen will not hesi- 
tate to knock him heels over head, if be 
comes between the wind and their no- 
bility. 


He is » very uncomplaining- bird. He 


does not make any outcry. He simply 


ers, and probably create a diversion of 
sentiment in. favor of this bird of ill 
omen, to learn that he loves to be clean, 
and will e\en brave immersion in the 
told water of the Mississippi river in 
order to effect it. 


On a warm and sunny day a large 


flock of the black vultures will assemble 
ou a shelving:, sandy bank or a heap of 
driftwood, apparently for the express 
purpose of doing v* hat the negroes who 
live along the batture call "washing 
their clothes." 


One by one they drop down outof the 


sky at the meeting-place, each new ar- 
rival taking up a position, and keeping 
it iu decorous and dejected silence. 
They usually select a spot at which 
there is a partially sunken log, a^id after 
n large number are assembled, one of the 
company will march, gravely out on the 
half-submerged log, while the others 
sit motionless in their places. 


When the bather reaches the water, 


it is funny to watch him. As his feet 
touch it he raises himself on tiptoe, and 
steps gingerly, shuddering at the cold 
contact; but he wadea bravely in, and as 
he goes deeper and deeper his feathers 
rise on end, and he looks a picture of 
comic distress. 


He means business, however, and 


keeps resolutely on, until he is com- 
pletely submerged except 
hlfe head. 


Then he washes himself, precisely as a 
duck does, flapping his wings, rubbing 
and ruffling himself, and dancing up 
nnd down in the water until his feath- 
ers arc* thoroughly saturated. This ac- 
complished, he marches sadly out a 
much more distressful object than ever, 
shakes himself like a dog, and "hangs 
himself up to dry" by spreading his 
great wings in the sunlight and stand- 
ing like a statue for perhaps an hour, 
while his brethren each go through the 
same performance, one by one, until 
the whole company are standing with 
outspread wings in the hot sun. 


This singular spectacle is a familiar 


one in the haunts of the black vulture, 
and, next to his great utility in remov- 
ing noxious substances from the earth, 
is the strongest argument I can find to 
reccmmend him to the esteem, of man- 
kind.—Golden Days.

Sr»tcm Cannot Be Improved. 


Tbe Postal Telegraph company made 


a test a few days ago to determine 
whether tbe Morse system of telegraph- 
ing is cheaper to operate, taking all 
things into consideration, than other 
systems, notably the Wheatstone, that 
is used in England and to some extent 
in this country, says the New York 
World. 


The result was a unanimous verdict 


that the Morse system as invented more 
ban 50 jears ago stands to-day with- 
out the change of a dot or a dash or any 
nlteration in the principles of trans- 
mission, far ahead of any other sys- 
tem. 


During- the test three New York op- 


erators sent to Pittsburgh, Pa., 102 mes- 
sages in 90 minutes, and 200 messages, 
lontaining 5,605 words, in three hours. 
This was an average of 60 2-3 messages 
per hour. Pittsburgh, however, beat 
this, sending an average of 68 1-5 mes- 
sages per hour. 


These messages were taken in the 


regular course of Business, and the re- 
sult, while not equaling the fastest in- 
dividual bursts of speed for a few min- 
utes, exceeds previous records of its 
kind. The company then took into con- 
sideration the cost of transmission, sal- 
ary of operators, accuracy of work, time 
consumed and all other factors entering 
into telegraphy. 
These were com- 


pared with similar results in other sys- 
tems, and the decisfon was wholly In 
favor of the Morse system, that is to- 
day an unchanged monument to the 
great American inventor.

Just before 
the annual meeting In November the di- 
rectors attempted to do a thing which any 
lawyer in the city will say is not only 
illegal but questionable, viz: to issue 
treasury stock to themselves sufficient 
to get enough stock to overcome mine. 
As you knov, I was obliged to gut an In- 
junction to protect my rights. 
By the 


way they recently filed an anawor in the 
injunction case, not under oath, however, 
and substantially admit just what we 
charged and they also allege that I am 
here in the interests of the Bell Telephone 
company and that my purpose is to get 
possession and then wreck the company. 
They also say that I have tried to buy 
nine different telephone comptnies in this 
stiite. I want to say in answer to these 
that the statements are absolutely false 
without any foundation in fact and those 
making them knew them to be false and 
dare not under any circumstances make 
them under oath.
